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Dear Editor, 

As the owner of the his¬ 
toric Tufts house, a desig¬ 
nated city landmark, the 
President of the Historic 
Preservation Society, and 
a longtime former member 
of the Cultural Heritage 
Commission, I support the 
efforts of the current com¬ 
mission and the most re¬ 
cent version of the pro¬ 
posed Historic Preserva¬ 
tion Ordinance. Although 
I understood the philoso¬ 
phy and intent of the pre¬ 
vious drafts, the current 
voluntary version should 
alleviate concerns about 
the perceived “heavy 
handedness” of former 
drafts. After an initial 
study session regarding the 
original draft version was 
conducted with the city 
council last year, the com¬ 
mission was instructed to 
obtain the input of the his¬ 
toric home owners before 
submitting the final draft. 
The commission has con¬ 
tinued working on this im¬ 
portant project for the past 
several months with the 
input of the community. 
This final version is typical 
of those of surrounding 
cities - actually much less 
stringent than tho.se cities 
with involuntary ordi¬ 
nances such as Long 
Beach, West Hollywood, 
Commerce, Los Angeles, 
etc. 

Besides working with 
homeowners to help pro¬ 
tect properties on the his¬ 
toric register, the proposed 
ordinance basically boils 
down to buying some time 
to work with the owner to 
find ways to pre.serve sig¬ 
nificant buildings or other 
landmarks such as the 
Pinney House. In addition, 
there is also a process to 
review demolitions of 
structures over fifty years 
old, which in most cases 
would be expeditiously 
reviewed and approved - 
as is the case in Pasadena. 
Another important feature 
is the provision for historic 
districts, which would re¬ 
quire the democratic con¬ 
sent of the majority of the 


property owners in a pro¬ 
posed district. Again 
many of you are familiar 
with the success of the 
Bungalow Heaven His¬ 
toric District in northeast 
Pasadena. Highland Park 
has also established an ex¬ 
tensive network that has 
helped to stabilize some of 
its deteriorating neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Finally a system of 
checks and balances is in¬ 
cluded, as was incorpo¬ 
rated in the previous ordi¬ 
nances and drafts. Your 
elected officials, the city 
council, have ultimate Ju¬ 
risdiction at the city level. 
In this regard, the CHC is 
mainly an advi.sory entity. 
They have always and will 
continue only to recom¬ 
mend structures for desig¬ 
nation to the council. It 
should be noted there is no 
Jurisdiction regarding 
landscape styles, house 
color or interior changes. 
Also there is no prohibi¬ 
tion of additions to and 
development of properties. 

In defense of an ordi¬ 
nance 1 can simply state 
that education is the stron¬ 
gest tool advocating pres¬ 
ervation of our heritage. 
Throughout the country, 
preservation ordinances at 
the local level are the most 
effective tool citizens have 
to pre.serve the historic in¬ 
tegrity of their communi¬ 
ties. 

In defense of the exist¬ 
ence ot a commission, sev¬ 
eral accomplishments 
should be noted since its 
inception. Facilitating the 
capital investment to save 
the Pinney House, by ad¬ 
vocating the third story 
development, helped to 
save the property from 
demolition and develop¬ 
ment. Also significant 
were the successful efforts 
to save the Caldwell/ 
Easton, the Lockhart and 
the Baker-Jameson 
Houses. Sierra Madre 
would be a lesser place 
without these treasures. 
The Stevenson Store resto¬ 
ration in the Canyon has 


been a tremendous and fo¬ 
cal enhancement to that 
neighborhood. The har¬ 
monious restoration of the 
white-tiled building (now 
Starbucks) in Kersting 
Court, damaged in the 
1991 earthquake, resulted 
from the input and encour¬ 
agement of the commis¬ 
sion. Their expertise in a 
variety of fields serve as a 
help and resource for the 
council, historic home/ 
commercial property own¬ 
ers and city at large. 

In regards to CEQA, the 
California Environmental 
Quality Act, I can only 
advise taking any chal¬ 
lenges of that law to the 
state level, as its enactment 
was to protect the quality 
of life in the rapidly chang¬ 
ing environment of our 
state, especially pertinent 
to our greater metropolitan 
Los Angeles. The many 
current hot spots relating 
to development and envi¬ 
ronmental change 
whether it be the South 
Bay and Orange County 
wetlands, the California 
Redwoods, the San 
Simeon coastline, the agri¬ 
cultural zones issues of 
San Luis Obispo and 
Ventura Counties, St. 
Vibiana’s or even closer to 
home - the ongoing devel¬ 
opment of the Jameson 
Estate and potential devel¬ 
opment of the Krafft, 
Willis, Colvin, Ward and 
Passionist’s Retreat prop¬ 
erties are all topics which 
invoke great interest and 
debate. There is no easy 
answer for dealing with all 
these issues but we need to 
come together to reason¬ 
able compromi.ses on what 
Is good for the future of 
our town. There is little 
doubt that the high prop¬ 
erty values enjoyed by 
property owners in Sierra 
Madre is the result of the 
unique ambiance created 
by the commitment of its 
residents to retain its his¬ 
toric character. Please 
read the latest version of 
the proposed Historic 
Preservation Ordinance, 
which will be formally

believe you will give it 
your support.

Dear Editor, 

I feel the need to finally 
speak up now that the full 
agenda of Kathleen Roach 
and her Citizens for Prop¬ 
erty Rights is beginning to 
materialize—the under¬ 
mining of all our preserva¬ 
tion, environmental and 
zoning ordinances we 
have worked hard for in 
Sierra Madre. As with 
numerous others, I have 
been increasingly outraged 
over these past several 
months regarding the cov¬ 
erage in our news contain¬ 
ing the one-sided and mis¬ 
leading information Mrs. 
Roach and her constituents 
have propagated. How¬ 
ever, one of the most poi¬ 
gnant personal “state¬ 
ments” she and her father 
have made is their latest 
addition to their income 
properties at the entrance 
to our canyon. The build¬ 
ing looks like a long, cheap 
and ugly prefab trailer. Is 
this the fruit of her pro¬ 
development rhetoric? 

One of the few condi¬ 
tions of their variance was 
that they retain the large, 
mature, specimen Sy¬ 
camore tree adjacent to the 
demolished cabin. The 
obvious, or “accidental” 
miscalculations and 
backhoeing almost made 
history of that tree. The 
statement she made in re¬ 


sponse to canyon outrage 
regarding this issue at one 
general plan meeting I at¬ 
tended, “It’s our tree and 
our land. What’s more 
important? The tree’s 
rights or the property 
owner’s rights?” A thun¬ 
derous reply of “the tree’s 
rights” came forth from 
the assemblage. Her state¬ 
ment makes it clear that 
our tree ordinance will 
soon be up to attack as 
well. 

How timely she cries 
“Sleepy little Sierra 
Madre, Wake Up!” We 
should all fear when such 
extreme attitudes and dis¬ 
regard for community val¬ 
ues are so flagrantly advo¬ 
cated. In light of her most 
recent battle cry, I think 
one of the best quotes from 
one of her early letters to 
the editor is also a timely 
call, “The best way for evil 
to triumph is for good 
people to sit back and do 
nothing.” (12-14-95) 

In closing I would like 
to advocate the rights of 
our community as a whole 
and the overall environ¬ 
mental quality of life. The 
trees, rocks, hillsides, 
wildlife, beautiful old 
homes and neighborhoods 
all need to be honored and 
protected. The resources 
and craftsmanship used to 
build so many of our beau¬ 
tiful old homes are beyond 
the means of most to dupli¬ 
cate and shameful to 
waste. We all live in a 
delicate environment and 
we need our ordinances to 
help work together with 
each other and with those 
new to our community to 
keep Sierra Madre the spe¬ 


cial place we call home. 
How sad so much negative 
energy cannot be chan¬ 
neled to a more productive 
end.

English as Official 
Language Advances 


Senator Richard 
Mountjoy was successful 
in gaining approval of his 
bill to have California 
driver’s tests be given only 
in English in a key State 
Senate committee. 

In 1986, California vot¬ 
ers overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved Proposition 63 de¬ 
claring English the official 
language of the State of 
California. 

“Language is a com¬ 
mon thread running 
through a society which 
Joins together those of di¬ 
verse races, religions, and 
nationalities. English has 
been that common thread 
throughout America’s his¬ 
tory, weaving together im¬ 
migrants from every cor¬ 
ner of the earth into the 
tapestry called America. It 


is vital that those who 
come to our shores learn 
Engli.sh as quickly as pos¬ 
sible,” Senator Mountjoy 
stated. 

Today the Senate 
Transportation Committee 
narrowly approved Sena¬ 
tor Mountjoy’s SB2008. 
Senator Mountjoy’s bill 
has advanced to the Senate 
Appropriations commit¬ 
tee. 

Senator Mountjoy, who 
has repeatedly authored 
legislation to enact the 
initiative’s provisions, 
praised the members of the 
Senate Transportation 
Committee. 

“Californians voted to 
make English the official 
language ten long years 
ago. The Legislature has 
finally taken a step toward 


implementing the initia¬ 
tive. I am delighted,” 
Senator Mountjoy stated. 

“It is vital that Califor¬ 
nia drivers be able to com¬ 
municate with other driv¬ 
ers, the California High¬ 
way Patrol, and medical 
personnel in the event of 
an accident,” Senator 
Mountjoy stated. 

Senator Mountjoy wit¬ 
nessed an accident in 
which an infant was criti¬ 
cally injured and subse¬ 
quently died. The occu¬ 
pants of the vehicle with 
the injured baby did not 
speak English and were 
unable to talk with the doc¬ 
tor who stopped at the 
scene of the accident to 
offer assistance.

Managing Degenerative 


Joint Disease 




Aging is a normal and 
natural body process that 
occurs in everyone. The 
spine goes through the 
same aging process as 
well, regardless of exter¬ 
nal events like specific in¬ 
juries or repetitive trauma. 
These events will 
howevery speed up the 
normal aging process, and 
cause the spine to degener¬ 
ate prematurely.

2) Take 
prescription or over-the- 
counter anti-inflammatory 
medication, or 3) Manage 
the pain chiropractically. 
Since the cause of the con¬ 
dition is spinal related, spi¬ 
nal manipulation is the 
most appropriate treat¬ 
ment with the least side ef¬ 
fects. Manipulation of the 
affected areas of the spine 
will increase joint mobility 
which will improve func¬ 
tion and decrease pain and 
muscle spasm. Conserva¬ 
tive chiropractic manage¬ 
ment is the treatment of 
choice for DJD sufferers.

Question: I am frequently out 
of town for several months at a 
time and always leave my car in a 
garage. The total yearly mileage 
on my car is only about 3,000 
miles. Is an oil change once a year 
sufficient? 

Answer! No, the oil should still be 
changed on a regular basis. Follow the 
recommended oil change schedule in the 
owner's manual based on time, not mileage. 
When an engine sits, condensation can occur 
in the internal engine components and in the 
oil pan. This moisture, along with unbumed 
fuels that can leak past the engine's pistons 
and rings, contaminates the oil and breaks 
down its effectiveness. Preferably, the oil and 
filler should be changed just prior to storing 
the vehicle. 


bit of Sierra Madre lore. 
On Tuesday, July 9, the 
group heard longtime resi¬ 
dent and historian Phyllis 
Chapman talk about some 
events, people, and unique 
characteristics that give 
the city its charm. The 
previous evening, as part 
of their weekly fitness 
walk, which occasionally 
includes visits to local 
landmarks, the group ob¬ 
tained permission to tour 
the grounds of Alverno 
Villa on Michillinda Av¬ 
enue. 

Throughout its history. 
Sierra Madre has been a 
haven for health-seekers. 
It is the site of the annual 
Mt. Wilson Trail Race. It 
also has attracted a colony 
of artists, and in its early 
days was a ranching and 
farming community. At 
present, the citrus groves 
of the Ward home on 
Highland Avenue, built in 
1902, comprise the only 
remaining original ranch. 

The town was founded 
in 1881 by Nathaniel 
Carter, who moved to 
Southern California form 
Massachusetts to take ad¬ 
vantage of the warm, dry 
climate after he was diag¬ 
nosed with tuberculosis. 
He regained his health, 
purchased several parcels 
of land, and encouraged 
others to settle here. 

Chapman’s audience 
learned that the combat 
against tuberculosis also 


featured in the history of 
Alverno Villa. Built in the 
1920’s as a replica of a 
villa designed by 
Michaelangelo outside of 
Florence, Italy, it was 
originally owned by Dr. 
and Mrs. Barlow, who 
used it as a location to raise 
funds to help procure 
ment for sufferers of the 
illness. Dr. Barlow spe 
cialized in the treatment of 
pulmonary diseases, and 
established the Barlow 
Sanitarium in Los Ange 
les. 

Nathaniel Carter named 
Sierra Madre after the lo 
cal mountains. He built 
the town’s first hotel, the 
Ocean View House, and 
donated the land for the 
schoolhouse in Kersting 
Court. This structure 
tom down to make way for 
the arrival of Pacific Elec 
trie streetcars in 1906. The 
original schoolhouse bell 
is housed in the modern 
tower, and pepper trees 
planted by one of the 
teachers still remain. 

Chapman noted that the 
Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment. which is celebrating 
its 75th year, is the only 
all-volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment in LA County. She 
also pointed to the Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue 
Team, annual fund-raising 
events sponsored by the 
Friends of the Sierra

Crown City Brewery offers us a place in old town off 
the beaten path. It is a pub, a restaurant, a micro brew¬ 
ery and a friendly neighborhood place. Skylights, wide 
open beams, raw wood surfaces, exposed heating and air 
conditioning ducts and ceiling fans decorate this pub. 
The walls are lined with a collection of tap handles and 
hundreds of different beer bottles and brass plaques of 
those who have sampled 100 beers from around the 
world at Crown City Brewery of which they have more 
than 150 to choose from. They have more than 15 guests 
on tap ($3.25) and of course their own home brew 

($3.00) or a 23 oz. glass of draft for $4.25. 

All OT us ordereu a sampler or me nome orews 

($2.00). A wooden tray arrived with small glasses of Mt. 
Wilson Wheat. Paroot Pale Amber Ale, Sakic's M.V.P. 
Saison (spicy and named after a hockey player) and 
Black Cloud Oatmeal Stout. We were told to drink from 
light to dark. Helpful, informed staff educated us about 
the lack of "head". It can be a form of false advertising 
as it often comes from air in the taps or salt as an addi¬ 
tive. We experimented with our salt shaker and sure 
enough, the glass foamed up. 

To go with your beer the menu is electric and varied. 
I highly recommend the Crown City Appetizer Sampler 
Platter ($8.95). Every separate element (mushrooms, 
calamari, zucchini and chicken wings) tasted distinct. 
The dark crispy coating had its own flavor and was not 
oily nor did it slide off. The blue cheese and mustard 
dips are tasty. t ' '' 

Our favorite sandwich was the Del Mar ($6.95), 
served on an absolutely fabulous golden brown whole 
wheat bun with wheat grains decorating the top. A tangy 
dressing, grilled chicken and smoked cheddar completed 
this delicious sandwich. 

They have a children's menu and the place is family 
friendly. A host of tacos ($6.50-$7.50), burgers - even 
a veggie one ($5.75-$6.95), salads ($3.95-$7.95) pastas 
($8.00-$ 10.95), grilled steaks, fish or chicken ($8.95- 
$13.75) and shark specials dawn the menu. They even 
have fajitas ($8.95). 

They serve a crispy cracker bread called Lahvosh that 
goes great with a brew. They also have a wine list and 
Deutz champagne. 

Crown City Brewery's beer prices are less than you 
may find elsewhere in old town. It is a great place to 
meet a friend or group of friends. It is lively!

The thing that stood out 
was the presentation of ev¬ 
ery dish we sampled.

We are most apprecia¬ 
tive of Jim Heasley’s help 
in tracking down informa¬ 
tion new leads and old 
photos of the Sierra madre 
mountain pack trains. A 
2nd letter from Alice 
Dempsey Corum’s daugh¬ 
ter who grew up in 1920’s 
and 1930’s on the Circle C 
Ranch contained multiple 
rare photographs of the 
Corum operation. The 
Circle C Ranch was lo¬ 
cated at the far east end of 
Sturtevant Drive and in the 
1920’s this was the begin¬ 
ning of The Sturtevant 
Drive and at that time this 
was the main access route 
to The Big Santa Anita 
Canyon. The following in¬ 
formation is a portion of a 
newspaper article to her 
mother Cora Corum an 
unusual and outstanding 
little tough woman who 
would not quit the pack 
train business that she and 
her husband Bill Corum 
worked so hard to estab¬ 


lish. 

Refused To Quit - 

When Bill Corum died 
in 1931 people expected 
Cora Corum to sell the 
pack animals and quit, no 
one knew then that she 
would continue on with the 
Corum mountain transpor¬ 
tation business for 5 addi¬ 
tional years, but she wasn’t 
ready for light housekeep¬ 
ing. And with her owning 
a pack train meant running 
a pack train.—wrasslin’ 
“critters” and roping on 
difficult loads for the long 
pull up Sturtevant Trail to 
the Big Santa Anita Can¬ 
yon and into the Angeles 
Forest back country. 

Twill jodhpurs weren’t 
to her fancy-she preferred 
denim pants and cowhide 
boots, keeping a boy on 
hand to help with loading 
and unloading the animals 
and to take men’s fishing 
parties out. She kept her 
“string” of animals hitting 
the trail on a daily sched¬ 


ule. 

Pack Train Animals 
Had Personalities - 

In a 1938 interview she 
said “All my pack animals 
had personalities of their 
own”. “Their was 
“Gladys” who was a 
leader-she would know 
her way to the destination 
by herself. Then there was 
“Jenny” who had the exas¬ 
perating trick of hiding out 
on a long grade up hill, 
then trotting back to the 
stable to be unpacked.” 

“It’s the Spanish mules, 
however who were called 
on for the real heavy duty 
work.” “Their pack limit 
was about 300 lbs.” she 
said. 

Strange Processions - 

Many a strange proces¬ 
sion wound up the 
Sturtevant Trail in the days 
when Sierra Madre was 
the hub for the Angeles 
pack train transport sys¬ 
tem. Animals were loaded 
with canary cages, bath¬ 


tubs and even kids. 

The End Of An Era - 

In 1936 after 5 years of 
operating the business by 
herself this extrodinary 
little women’s “mule 
packing” days were over. 
In a Los Angeles Times 
article they said “she 
packed 15 miles a day 
seven days a week for 5 
years. Estimation conser¬ 
vatively it adds up to 
27,000 miles. More than 
the distance around the 
earth at the equator.” Cora 
Corum’s reported re¬ 
sponse was, “It’s a 
doggone lot steeper when 
you’re going up Sturtevant 
Trail.”

one in lowest crime per 
capita in 1994 with 84 Part 
I felonies. 

Sierra Madre, which 
has a population of 10,500, 
averages 160-230 Part I 
felonies a year, according 
to Surgent. This year, the 
city has seen little crime 
for the first six months; 
police cited 4 burglaries, 
51 thefts and four cases of 
assault and battery so far 
and no robbery, forcible 
rape and murder cases 
have been reported. 

“It’s a good, safe com¬ 
munity,” said Surgent, 
who has been on the force 
since March of 1994. “The 
key to our low crime is the 
alertness of our citizens. 
When they see something 
suspicious, they give us a 
call. Our officers know 
people in town and they 
feel comfortable with 
them. It’s a good team ef¬ 
fort.” 

Surgent said that the 
theft of items in parked 
vehicles is the biggest 
crime problem in Sierra 
Madre. Three arrests were 
made this year regarding 
the theft of car phones. 
Radios and computers sto¬ 
len from vehicles have 
also been reported. 

Last year in April, 
Surgent said the city expe¬ 
rienced the worst rash of 
buglaries in several years. 

A wave of day and night¬ 
time break-ins were being 
reported that month, 
prompting police to beef 
up patrol and undercover 
officers. The burglaries 
stopped when police ques¬ 
tioned several suspects. 

In one incident in 1995, 


a resident called police 
about three unfamiliar 
people roaming around a 
nearby home. “When we 
arrived on the scene, the 
three were climbing out of 
the window,” said Surgent. 
“We arrested them for bur¬ 
glary.” 

Surgent said that al¬ 
though crime is low, there 
are things that residents 
could do to lessen the sta¬ 
tistics. They are: reporting 
anything suspicious to po¬ 
lice, placing important ma¬ 
terial in the trunk of the 
vehicle if necessary and 
locking garage doors. 

“A lot of our thefts are 
stolen bikes,” said 
Surgent. “People leave 
them on the lawn and what 
they should do is put them 
in a garage.”
